Cool. Calm. Collected. 

That was the demeanour 
of North Preston boxer Cus- 
tio Clayton just hours after he 
made a successful Olympic 
debut by winning his first fight 
at the London Games on Sunday 
afternoon. 

Sure, this 24-year-old has 
lots to be excited about — his 
victory, for one, plus living a 
lifelong dream by representing 
Canada at the Summer Games. 

But Clayton wants more and 
remains focused on the task at 
hand — making the podium. 

“This is a big experience for 
me and so far it’s going well,” 
Clayton said by phone. 

“I’ve achieved one goal by 
making it to the Olympics and 
hopefully I can achieve my 
other goal, which is medalling.” 


“When we walked into the arena, it was amazing. 
Everything just kind of went away. I was like, 

Tm at the Olympics. This is fantastic. This is great.”’

Well, so far, so good. 

He beat Oscar Molina Casillas 
of Mexico in his Round of 32 
fight in the 69-kilogram welter¬ 
weight division rather handily. 

Clayton outscored Casillas 
12-8, including 11-7 over the 
final two rounds. 

“With boxing, it’s win or 
you’re out so you have no time 
to ease into it,” he said. “But I 
was confident. I had fought the 
guy before and I knew the guy 
was a tough opponent, but the 
coaches and I had a game plan 
... and eveiything went well.” 

Clayton is now off until Fri¬ 
day when he steps back in the 
ring against Cameron Ham¬ 
mond of Australia. 

Also making an Olympic 
debut Sunday was Halifax’s Ellie 
Black. 

The 16-year-old was on the 
five-member women’s Can¬ 
adian artistic gymnastics team 


that advanced to Tuesday’s final 
in the team competition. 

Canada placed sixth with 
167.696 points. Black’s best in¬ 
dividual finish was 11th overall 
for floor, which was tops on the 
Canadian team. 

“It was fantastic,” Black said. 
“I think we did really well and I 
had so much fun doing it.”

Krista Snow said Halifax 
Pride is getting too big for 
just volunteers to handle. 

From the board of direc¬ 
tors down, the event is 100 
per cent volunteer-driven. 

“I think we’re at our 
capacity,” said the event 
co-chair, as the nearly two- 
week event came to a close 
on Sunday. 

“The volunteers are 
amazing and there would 
be no Pride without them.” 

Snow suggests the board 
should consider hiring staff 
to work year round organiz¬ 
ing the events like the other 
big festivals in HRM. 

“It’s done. It needs staff,” 
Snow said, adding in the 
last two months of her 
contract she’s going to do 
everything she can to make 
her case to the board. At 
a minimum, an executive 
director should be hired, 
she said. 

Funding is not an issue, 
Snow said. Pride received 
a $40,000 grant this year 
from HRM, plus a lot in 
corporate sponsorship. 

“I think this year cer¬ 
tainly showed the corporate 
sponsorship is there and in 
a lot of cases people came 
to us,” she said. 

“I think there are grants 
out there to hire an admin 
person or whatever.” 

Over the past week, 

Snow said she talked to 
visitors from other, smaller, 
Pride celebrations who have 
staff. 

“It’s doable but we have 
to do it and you know Hali¬ 
fax is a little conservative,” 
she said.

downtown Halifax parade had 
a different vibe.

Now it’s a celebration,” he said, 
as a warm afternoon sun was 
soaking down on him. 

Trainor wasn’t alone in 


mentioning the significance of 
the parade amongst the esti¬ 
mated 100,000-plus who came 
out Saturday. This was the fes¬ 
tival’s 25th edition. 

“It’s strange being at an 
event that is all about love and 
remembering that it actually 
comes from the presence of 
hate,” said Rebecca Singbiel, 
while experiencing her first 
Pride parade in Halifax. 

Participants donned beads, 
feathers and body paint, wav¬ 
ing Pride flags and dancing 
down the streets, as larger 
floats blasted Lady Gaga and 
Madonna anthems. 

This was Halifax’s biggest 
Pride parade to date, with 111 
floats in tow. From companies 
and organizations to politicians 


and athletes, Pride brought out 
people from across the city. 

And of course, the day 
would have not been complete 
without people dressed in drag. 

“Good on the divas for com¬ 
ing out to the parade in this 
heat,” said Thomas Baker, who 
was looking forward to seeing 
the Reflections and Menz floats. 

Nicole Pottie and Dwayne 
Duffney were celebrating their 
first Pride with their two little 
girls, Mya and Brooklyn, who 
were dressed head-to-toe in 
rainbow attire. 

“This parade is about being 
proud of who you are. We came 
out for the lads and to show our 
pride,” said Pottie.

A Truro man who placed a pro¬ 
pane tank in an oven dining a 
domestic dispute has been sen¬ 
tenced to two years of peniten- 
tiaiy time. 

Bryan Hamish Mathewson, 
38, was charged last week after 
police were called to an address 
to respond to a domestic dis¬ 
turbance. 

Mathewson was convicted 
of placing a propane tank in 
an oven and endangering the 
life of Brittany Clark and other 
residents in the building, and of 
placing a propane tank in the 
oven and turning it on for the 
purpose of committing arson.

The Truro Fire depart¬ 
ment was nonetheless 
called to assist. 


He was further convicted of 
endangering the lives of Clark 
and other residents along with 
a variety of charges dating to 
September 2011.

He says Pineo’s wife 
and children flew from 
Saskatchewan for the me¬ 
morial and internment. 

A regimental memor¬ 
ial was held in Nipawan, 
Sask. where Pineo was 
stationed, on Wednesday.

Hurlburt case. Former 
Tory cabinet minister 
who defrauded Nova 
Scotia sentenced to 
house arrest 


A former Nova Scotia cab¬ 
inet minister who bilked 
the province of more than 
$25,000 has been sentenced 
to a year of house arrest after 
the judge presiding over his 
case concluded his crimes 
weren’t serious enough to 
warrant a jail term. 

Richard Hurlburt left the 
courtroom Friday saying he 
would now devote his time 
to his family and the town of 
Yarmouth, an area he repre¬ 
sented for more than a dec¬ 
ade in the provincial legisla¬ 
ture before he abruptly quit 
public life amid allegations 
of fraud. 

“I respect the court’s de¬ 
cision today and I will abide 
by everything the court has 
laid out to me,” he said. 

“My goal now is to show 
my love back to my wife, my 
family and my friends ... and 
help rebuild my commun¬ 
ity.” 

Hurlburt, 62, pleaded 
guilty in April to charges of 
fraud and breach of trust in 
the province’s constituency 
spending scandal. 

The former Progressive 
Conservative cabinet min¬ 
ister defrauded the public 
purse of $25,321 between 
December 2006 and Decem¬ 
ber 2008, according to an 
agreed statement of facts 
entered in the province’s Su¬ 
preme Court. 

Still, Judge David Mac¬ 
Adam said a jail sentence 


would have been inappropri¬ 
ate, given the circumstances 
of Hurlburt’s case. 

“I am satisfied there 
are no aggravating circum¬ 
stances other than abuse of 
public trust,” MacAdam said. 

Hurlburt is the second 
former politician to plead 
guilty in the province’s 
spending scandal after 
Dave Wilson admitted to 
defrauding taxpayers of 
$61,000 to feed a gambling 


addiction. The former Lib¬ 
eral was sentenced in April 
to nine months in jail. 

MacAdam said unlike 
Wilson, who falsely claimed 
he paid five people for con¬ 
stituency work when he ac¬ 
tually deposited the money 
in his own account, Hurl¬ 
burt’s actions didn’t involve 
others. 

Hurlburt must remain 
within about 30 metres of 
his lalcefront home, though 


he will be allowed to leave 
for work and medical ap¬ 
pointments. 

He is also required to 
complete 200 hours of com¬ 
munity service and faces a 
year of probation following 
his house arrest. 

Defence lawyer Stan Mac¬ 
Donald, who had argued for 
a nine-month conditional 
sentence and 200 hours of 
community work, said he 
was satisfied with MacAd¬ 
am’s ruling. 

Crown lawyer Andrew 
Macdonald had recom¬ 
mended a sentence of be¬ 
tween nine and 12 months 
in jail, but he said he be¬ 
lieved the judge had fairly 
weighed the evidence before

Falconer to plead ‘not guilty* in 
death of Amber Kirwan: Counsel 



A lawyer representing Christo¬ 
pher Alexander Falconer says 
his client is not guilty of char¬ 
ges of kidnapping and murder 
in relation to the death of Am¬ 
ber Kirwan. 

Mike Taylor told media 
outside the courtroom at 
the Pictou Justice Centre Fri¬ 
day that he expects the case 
against Christopher Alexan¬ 
der Falconer to go to trial and 
that his client will plead “not 
guilty” to the charges when he 
faces a Supreme Court judge 
and jury. 


“There’s no doubt in my 
mind, not a question at this 
point at all,” said Taylor. “Not 
guilty. Because he’s not, that’s 
why I expect him to plead not 
guilty. 

“I think the evidence at 
this point is not even close 
to it, in my opinion, but time 
will tell.” 

Taylor called the Crown’s 
case against his client “cir¬ 
cumstantial and specula¬ 
tive,” and based on witness 
accounts rather than forensic 
evidence. 


Beginning on Feb. 11,2013, 
15 days have been set aside 
for a preliminary hearing 
that will determine if there is 
enough evidence to bring the 
charges to trial before a Su¬ 
preme Court judge and jury. 

Kirwan, 19, vanished in 
October after a night out 
with friends in New Glasgow. 
On Nov. 5, her remains were 
found in a wooded area off 
Heathbell Road, about a half- 
hour drive from the pool hall 
where she was last seen.

Denying it uses 
violence, organization 
says report is just 
Harper government 
propaganda 


There is a “growing radicalized 
environmentalist faction” in 
Canada that is opposed to the 
country’s energy sector poli¬ 
cies, warns a newly declassi¬ 
fied intelligence report. 

The RCMP criminal intel¬ 
ligence assessment, focusing 
on Canadian waters, cites po¬ 
tential dangers from environ¬ 
mental activists to offshore 
oil platforms and hazardous 


marine shipments, repre¬ 
senting perhaps the starkest 
assessment of such threats by 
the Canadian security com¬ 
munity to date. 

The report drew a sharp 
dismissal from Greenpeace — 
a prominent environmental 
group singled out in the docu¬ 
ment — which suggested it 
could simply be an effort by 
security authorities to tell the 
Harper government what it 
wants to hear. 

The Canadian Press ob¬ 
tained a heavily censored 
copy of the September 2011 
threat assessment of marine- 
related issues under the Ac¬ 
cess to Information Act. 

The report was compiled 
by the Mounties with the com¬ 
bined input from the Canada 


Border Services Agency, Can¬ 
adian Security Intelligence 
Service, Defence Department, 
Fisheries and Oceans and 
Transport Canada. 

“The Canadian law en¬ 
forcement and security intelli¬ 
gence community have noted 
a growing radicalized environ¬ 
mentalist faction within Can¬ 
adian society that is opposed 
to Canada’s energy sector poli¬ 
cies,” says the report. 

“Greenpeace is opposed 
to the development of Can¬ 
ada’s Arctic region, as well as 
Canada’s offshore petroleum 
industry. Criminal activity by 
Greenpeace activists typically 
consists of trespassing, mis¬ 
chief, vandalism and often 
requires a law enforcement 
response.

Yossi Cadan, campaigns 
director for Greenpeace Can¬ 
ada, said while group mem¬ 
bers sometimes trespass on 
private property to make 
their point, the group shuns 
violence. 

“We’re peaceful and non¬ 
violent. We are taking direct 
actions, but it’s never vio¬ 
lent,” he said, adding “safety 
is a No. 1 priority for us.” 


“It seems like anyone who 
disagrees with the government 
on subjects such as the Al¬ 
berta oilsands ‘has become an 
enemy in many ways,”’ he said. 


Cadan accused the fed¬ 
eral government of trying to 
avoid the real issues by pub¬ 
licly attacking opponents.

Regime, rebels fight 
for control of Aleppo 


Syria. Opposition 
calls for international 
support, regime blames 
Muslim countries 
for destruction 


Syrian tanks and artilleiy 
pounded rebel-held neighbour¬ 
hoods in the commercial hub 
of Aleppo on Sunday in a bid 
to retake control as President 
Bashar Assad’s regime accused 
regional powerhouses Saudi 
Arabia, Qatar and Turkey of try¬ 
ing to destroy the country. 

Activists say opposition 
fighters control large swathes 


of territoiy across Syria’s largest 
city. The government has been 
struggling for a week to beat 
back their assault and stem the 
tide of recent rebel advances in 
the civil war. 

The head of the main oppos¬ 
ition group, the Syrian National 
Council, called for internation¬ 
al help in arming the rebels to 
face the regime’s heavy weap- 
omy, particularly tanks. 

“If the international com¬ 
munity cannot act, they should 
support the opposition with 
anti-tanks missiles and anti¬ 
aircraft rockets,” Abdel Basset 
Sida told the Gulf News during 
a stopover in Abu Dhabi. “We 
seek international supporters 


to arm our uprising against the 
regime.” 

Saudi Arabia and Qatar 
have expressed willingness to 
help fund the rebels and they 
are believed to be funnelling 
money through Turkey to the 
opposition, which is using it to 
purchase arms and equipment. 

Syrian Foreign Minister 
Walid al-Moallem railed against 
interference by the region’s 
Sunni powers. He accused 
them of supporting the rebels 
at the behest of Israel. 

“Israel is the mastermind of 
all in this crisis,” he said during 
a joint news conference in Teh¬ 
ran with his Iranian counter¬ 
part.

Israel. Romney supports Jerusalem as 
capital, takes tough stance against Iran 


U.S. Republican presidential 
candidate Mitt Romney spoke 
aggressively Sunday about 
protecting Israel from Iranian 
nuclear threats and suggested 
that he was open to breaking 
with U.S. policy dating to 1967 
by moving the U.S. embassy to 
Jerusalem if the Israelis asked. 

Israel is the second of three 
stops on an international trip 
for Romney intended to burnish 
his foreign-policy credentials be¬ 
fore he claims the Republican 
presidential nomination in late 
August. 

Romney’s speech was aimed 
at appealing to evangelical vot¬ 
ers at home and to cut into U.S. 
President Barack Obama’s sup¬ 
port among American Jews. A 
Gallup survey of Jewish voters 
released Friday showed Obama 
with a 68-25 edge over Romney. 

While Romney has been 
highly critical of Obama’s policy 



toward Iran and the presumed 
threat to Israel, he has offered 
no specifics about how his 
policy would be substantially 
different. 

But on the issue of the loca¬ 
tion of the U.S. embassy in Israel, 
which is in Tel Aviv, Romney 
told CNN that he thought the 
U.S. embassy should be moved 
from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem if the 


Israelis make that request. The 
Israelis have repeatedly sought 
such a move. 

The issue has been a major 
diplomatic headache for the 
U.S., which has refused to make 
the shift because it would imply 
the sanctioning of Israel’s incor¬ 
poration of Arab East Jerusalem. 
The U.S. has refused to locate its 
embassy in Jerusalem out of its 
effort to be a trusted voice by 
both sides of the conflict. 

Romney flatly called Jeru¬ 
salem the Israeli capital in the 
very first words of his speech 
Sunday. And he had harsh 
words yet again for Iran, say¬ 
ing he respected Israel’s right to 
defend itself against what Israel 
considers an existential threat. 

“We will not look away nor 
will our countiy ever look away 
from our passion and commit¬ 
ment to Israel,” said Romney.

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Apple takes 
on Samsung 
in U.S. court 


Pending. $2.5-billion 
US lawsuit over patents 
for iPhones, iPads 


Two tech titans will square 
off in U.S. federal court Mon¬ 
day in a closely watched trial 
over control of the U.S. smart¬ 
phone and computer-tablet 
markets. 

Apple Inc. filed a lawsuit 
against South Korea’s Sam¬ 
sung Electronics Co. last year, 
alleging the world’s largest 
technology company’s smart-

phones and computer tablets 
are illegal knockoffs of its popu¬ 
lar iPhone and iPad products. 

The Cupertino, Calif.- 
based company is demanding 
$2.5 billion US in damages, an 
award that would dwarf the 
largest patent-related verdict 
to date. 

Samsung counters that 
Apple is doing the stealing 
and that some of the technol¬ 
ogy at issue — such as the 
rounded rectangular designs 
of smartphones and tablets — 
have been industry standards 
for years. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
Lucy Koh in San Jose last month 
ordered Samsung to pull its Gal¬ 
axy 10.1 computer tablet from 
the U.S. market pending the 
outcome of the trial. 

The case is one of some 50 
lawsuits among myriad tele¬ 
communications compan¬ 
ies jockeying for position in 
the burgeoning $219-billion 
market for smartphones and 
computer tablets.

Grass is always greener on painted lawns 

Joseph Perazzo, owner of Staten Island, N.Y.'s Grass is Greener Lawn Painting company, works on a lawn in 
Irvington, N.J. With a drought spanning about two-thirds of the United States, some residents and businesses 
in normally well-watered areas are taking a page from the lawn-painting practices employed for years in the 
West and South to give lustre to faded turf. Perazzo charges 15 cents per square foot to spray on a non-toxic,

SENTENCE IS 
AGGRAVATING

... Remember, Dave 
Wilson was a gambling 
addict. Hurlburt was just 
greedy. That to me is 
especially aggravating. 


You can — in a law-school-es¬ 
say, sentencing-guidelines way 
— justify Justice David Mac- 
Adam’s decision to sentence 
disgraced former MLA Richard 
Hurlburt to house arrest in¬ 
stead of clapping him off to jail. 

But not in the real world. 

Richard Hurlburt repeatedly violated the trust of his 
electors while bilking taxpayers of more than $25,000, and 
then attempted — until the truth trapped him — to justify 
his actions. 

In his decision, MacAdam argued “there were no other 
aggravating factors ... other than abuse of his position of 
trust.” 

Is that not aggravating 
enough? 

MacAdam also did his best 
to draw distinctions between 
Hurlburt’s case and that of 
fellow former MLA Dave Wil¬ 
son, who is now serving jail 
time in the expense scandal. 

While Wilson had claimed 
expenses in the names of 
other people, the judge 
pointed out, there was no 

evidence Hurlburt “involved anyone else” in his illegal deal¬ 
ings. 

What about the generator salesman, whose price “esti¬ 
mate” Hurlburt turned into a phony invoice and submitted 
as an expense? What about the taxpayers? 

And remember, Dave Wilson was a gambling addict. Hurl¬ 
burt was just greedy. That to me is especially aggravating. 

MacAdam added Hurlburt “resigned shortly after the 
release of the auditor’s report, a year before charges were 
brought against him. He has issued repeated public apolo¬ 
gies. He has taken full responsibility for his actions.” 

Fact check time. 

Hurlburt resigned because he’d been caught in his own 
fraud. 

In February 2010, when he was first outed as the pur¬ 
chaser of the $8,000 generator — it took him another week 
to fess up to the $2,500 TV — Hurlburt didn’t apologize. He 
claimed the generator had been purchased “to assist local 
organizations in the event of a power failure.” 

In truth, there was no $8,000 generator; he pocketed 
that money and only bought a cheaper one after the auditor 
general began poking around. 

He also claimed he’d simply followed existing expenses 
regulations. There is no regulation allowing fraudulent 
claims. 

Apologies? 

Hurlburt’s resignation letter did say he was leaving “with 
deep regret and sorrow.” For what? He didn’t say. He’d 
already escaped to his vacation home in Florida and was 
unavailable for comment. 

Full responsibility? Not by a long shot.

My daughter is not a mean- 
spirited child. I realize that 
every parent who has ever ex¬ 
isted believes this and I don’t 
care. My little girl is a sweet 
child. 

That being said, she’s also 
a kid and there are things 
that she doesn’t understand 
or hasn’t been exposed to yet. 
And the first time that she 
encounters something new, 
there’s the possibility that her 
strong voice or curious nature 
can lead to difficult circum¬ 
stances. This was one of those 
times. 

Brenna has attended the 
same daycare since she was a 
month old. Her provider nor¬ 
mally has about six or eight 
children at a time of varying 
ages. And one family that my 
daughter has grown up with 
has a daughter with special 
needs. 

I’m not exactly sure what 
Sarah’s specific medical di¬ 
agnosis is (I’ve changed her 
name here). I know that she 
has physical limitations and 
wears a back brace. 

She’s in late elementary 
school but has the compre¬ 
hension and speech of a 
toddler. Sarah is normally a 
sweet child who has a tenden¬ 
cy to invade personal space 
and misunderstand her own 
strength, but generally just 
wants to make people happy. 


In the beginning, my 
daughter simply didn’t under¬ 
stand that Sarah was different 
from other kids. When they 
were younger, it didn’t mat¬ 
ter. 

This year, however, my 
daughter finally became old 
enough to start questioning 
the situation. 

One day, while the kids 
were playing, my inquisitive 
girl started asking why Sa¬ 
rah wore a diaper, eventually 
saying: “You’re too big for a 
diaper. Babies wear diapers, 


Sarah. You can’t wear a diaper 
unless you’re a baby.” 

Sarah’s feelings were un¬ 
derstandably hurt. She started 
crying. Brenna remained con¬ 
fused. 

It’s hard for children to 
understand the effect their 
words can have. 

At home, we had a long 
talk about special needs and 
disabilities. But about a week 
later, she asked why Sarah 
“looked funny” when she ran. 
She asked why she played 
with baby toys. 


My teacher mother advised 
me to explain that “everyone 
has special needs. Some are 
things that doctors and teach¬ 
ers can help us fix, and some 
things they can’t.” 

I got ready for our next 
talk, armed with a new more 
explanatory strategy. I tried to 
keep my voice calm, so that 
I didn’t sound angiy or con¬ 
demning. She got impatient 
with all of the explaining I 
was doing. She suggested that 
we just draw her a card to say, 
“I’m sorry,” and call it a day 


half-way through my planned 
lecture. I compromised by 
helping with the card but 
continuing the conversation 
as we coloured. 

The good news is that my 
daughter hasn’t had prob¬ 
lems in a week. We’ll have 
lots more talks about bullying 
with my daughter. It’s a sub¬ 
ject that no parent can afford 
to ignore. 

But I have to admit, I nev¬ 
er guessed that our first talk 
would cast my daughter as 
the aggressor.

Neither dry weather nor thun¬ 
der-stealing Olympics will stop 
the impact and excitement of 
holding a world-class golf tour¬ 
nament on HRM soil this week. 

Staff at the Glen Arbour 
Golf Course in Hammonds 
Plains spent the weekend fin¬ 
ishing the setup for the TELUS 
World Skins game which starts 
Monday. 

A Pro-Am event, in con¬ 
junction with the skins game, 


started Sunday morning and 
will continue Monday and 
Tuesday mornings before the 
skins game. 

Actor Kevin Costner and 
Canadian singer Tom Cochrane 
are both playing in the Pro-Am 
on Monday and Tuesday. 

But the big ticket will show¬ 
case five PGA golfers playing 
for cash: Paul Casey Stephen 
Ames, Carl Pettersson, Lucas 
Glover and Jhonattan Vegas. 

Many long, dry, sunny days 
provided a challenge for the 
groundskeepers on the course, 
said general manager and 
superintendent Mike DeYoung. 

“We’ve been dealing with 
the drought, really that’s what 
it’s been. It’s weather I haven’t 
seen in my years working in 
the golf business,” DeYoung 
said. 


But it just means more time 
and effort is required to keep 
the course playing well, he 
added. 

“There are a few spots 
where it’s browned off in the 
roughs, but the golf course is 
pretty good.” 

Normally the skins game 
would be televised live, but in 
this case TSN will be taping the 
action and broadcasting it at a 
later date due to its Olympics 
coverage. DeYoung said it was a 
wise choice to broadcast it later 
as it wouldn’t make sense to 
stop Olympics coverage for the 
skins game. 

But Glen Arbour is ready 
and no stranger to hosting big 
events: it hosted the Wayne 
Gretzky and Friends tourna¬ 
ment in 2000 and the LPGA in 
2005.

DeYoung said they’re all dif¬ 
ferent and one is not any big¬ 
ger than another.

“When someone comes 
from away they’ll recognize 
Glen Arbour.” 

It also impacts golf courses 
in the region the same way, 
DeYoung said, as this level of 
exposure helps every one.

Heymans’ medal 
haul reaches historic 
proportions after bronze 
win with partner Abel 


Her career was forged over 
more than two decades of train¬ 
ing, of six-hour sessions, of 80 
dives a day, five days a week. 

If Emilie Heymans decides 
to retire after the London 
Olympics, she’s going out in 
fitting fashion. 

The St. Lambert, Que., diver 
captured Canada’s first medal 
of the Games with partner Jen¬ 
nifer Abel on Sunday, launch¬ 
ing herself into the history 
books in the process. 

The Canadians won 
bronze in the three-metre 
synchronized event, a result 
that makes Heymans the 
first female diver and first 
Canadian summer Olympian 
to reach the podium in four 
consecutive Olympic Games. 

“I couldn’t have ever im¬ 
agined diving in four Games, 
or being in this position at 
30,” Heymans said. 

Heymans won silver in 
the 10-metre synchro in 2000, 
bronze in the same event in 
Athens in 2004, and a silver in 
the 10-metre individual event 
four years ago in Beijing. 

Heymans and Abel had 
silver in their sights Sunday, 
sitting in second place behind 
Chinese world champions 
Minxia Wu and He Zi after the 
first dive. But they were jostled 
by television cameras when 
they were practising on the

until the last dive.” 

Heymans and Abel, a 
20-year-old from Laval, Que., 
battled back to win bronze 
with 316.80 points. Wu and Zi 
of China led from start to finish 
to take the gold with an overall 
score of 346.20. Americans Kel- 
ci Bryant and Abigail Johnston 
captured silver with 321.90. 

Heymans, who is also com¬ 
peting in the individual three- 
metre springboard event in 
London, will decide her future 
following the Games. 


She said she might dive one 
more year. It won’t be an easy 
decision for a woman who has 
trained at least 20 hours a week 
since she was seven. 

“Actually sport is my entire 
life, it’s what I’ve been doing 
since I was six years old. I think 
I’m going to cany this baggage 
for the rest of my life,” she said, 
meaning it in a good way. 

A child of sporting parents 
— dad Eric played soccer in 
Belgium, and mom Marie- 
Paule Van Eyck competed in 
Montreal’s 1976 Olympics as 
a member of the Belgian fen¬ 
cing team — the diver was 
originally a gymnast who was 
told by coaches she was too 
tall for that sport. 

Her parents encouraged her 
to tiy diving. 

“At first I didn’t want to 
try. I didn’t even want to go 
to the pool because I loved 
gymnastics, so I didn’t want 
to quit and I hate being wet, 
I hate being in the water and 
I’m always cold,” she said.

Dutch rider Vos 
wins rain-soaked 
women’s road race 


Another day, another drama 
for Canada’s swim team at the 
Olympic Games. 

Tera Van Beilen of Oakville, 
Ont., made her Olympic debut 
in the 100-metre breaststroke 
Sunday, and had to compete 
in one more race than she’d 
expected. 

The 19-year-old had a swim- 
off against Alia Atkinson of Ja¬ 
maica late in the evening, when 
the Aquatic Centre stands had 
largely emptied, to determine 
who would claim the eighth 
spot in Monday’s final. 

The two women had identi¬ 
cal times and finished tied for 
eighth in the semifinal, requir¬ 
ing a rare head-to-head almost 
two hours later to solve the 
deadlock. Atkinson prevailed, 
dropping Van Beilen to ninth 
and one spot out of the final in 
her third race of the day. 

“It was mentally hard com¬ 
ing off a race and knowing you 
had to do it again,” Van Beilen 
said. “I feel blessed for the op¬ 
portunity to have swum again.

But Lochte, who had already 
competed in 1,200 metres of 
racing over the first two days, 
simply didn’t have enough
